NOTE: The newly presented claims would require further consideration and searching, and are not paired with the 
cancellation of any finally rejected claims. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the final rejection is in 
error is not found valid by the Examiner. Though the specific words mentioned in the 112 rejections presented in the most recent Office 
Action were not new, the amendments to the claim as a whole made the indefiniteness of each more obvious than they had previously 
been. The rejections are presented in the context of the amended claim as a whole. Regarding applicant's argument that Watson does not 
anticipate the claimed inventions, the Examiner again disagrees. Though Watson uses additional calculations/measurements to classify 
breathing disorders. Applicant's inventions are phrased using "comprising", which means that the invention is not limited solely to the 
components listed in the claim. As such, since Watson performs the claimed inventions as part of its classification, it anticipates the present 
inventions. Applicant has also argued that a gradient is not the same thing as a slope. The Examiner once again disagrees; The Compact 
Oxford English Dictionary, for one, defines a gradient as the degree of a slope. Dictionary.com defines gradient as "a rate of inclination; a 
slope." Finally, Applicant has argued that identification of central breathing disorders inherently displays analysis of a breathing drive's 
constitution and nature. The Examiner again disagrees; identification of a central breathing disorder is a specific diagnosis related to the 
patient's breathing drive (none). It is not possible to idenfify a central breathing disorder without that idenfification also showing the patient's 
breathing drive status. The rejections stand as final. 
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
